General Pilar, commanding the Fili- 


pino forces on Lawton's front, sent en- 
voys with a letter to Lawton today, re- 
questing permission for a military com- 
mission to be appointed by Aguinaldo.to 
pass through the lines for the purpose 
of conferring with the Philippine coin- 
missioQ appointed by President McKin - 
ley. 
. Lawton referred request to Gen. Otis, 
who replied that he had no objection to 
a parley. 


Otis believes the sending of a military 


commission . is only a scheme to gain 
time. 


No truce was granted and the fight- 


ing will go on as usual. 


Advices from the Oavite province, 


where the rebels are gathered in consid- 
erable force, report that the insurgent 
commander would surrender is promised 
a pardon for himself and men. 


Private Coates, of the First California, 


who was taken prisoner by the insurg. 
ents in Cavite province, is alive and well. 
It was feared the Filipinos had kWled 
him. 


Aguinaldo has issued orders that all 


foreigners must leave the, insurgent ter- 
ritory within forty eight hours. 


It is believed by refusing them rights 


of non-combatants, he can force their 
governor to recognize his government's 
belligerency. 


Manila, May 13. — Admiral George 


iDewey will leave Manila next week. 
•The day of his departure has not been 
'decided upon. He will come to Amer- 
ica 'in the flagship Olympia. Leaving 
Manila bay, the admiral -will proceed 
direct to Hongkong; there the Olym- 
pia -will be doc'ked, its bottom cleaned 
and repainted, and some few necessary 
repairs made.

Gen. Lawton's victory is of great im-
